Plum b plan provision that the w ork ­ 
ers shall receive a share of surplus 
earn in gs, is not the reason for the 
bitter opposition to the Plum b plan. 
This principle is also contained in 
the railroad solution offered by the 
Investors* 
P r o t e c t i v e 
association 
(k n ow n as the A m ster p lan ) and by 
the Owners of R ailroad S ecu rities’ a s­ 
sociation 
(k now n 
as 
the 
Warfield 
plan.) 
This presents the contradiction 
>f 
railroad Interests op posing tile d istri­ 
bution of surplus earn in g s am ong 
employes, as contained in the Plumb 
plan, and a ccep tin g th e sam e p rin ­ 
ciple in the solution they favor. 
The real opposition, how ever, to 
the Plum b plan Is not because of the 
division of surplus earnings, but be­ 
cause the workers w ill be given a 
voice in the m angem ent 
of 
these 
properties, because the railroads will 
be taken from private control, and 
because the w atered stock

troduced a resolution em pow ering a 
com m ittee of tile senate, on order of 
the president, to exam in e the incom e 
tux figures with a view of ascertain ­ 
ing what the great corporations made 
and to what extent

"doiiar-a- 
year" men profited by their contracts 
w ith the governm ent. 
"In my 
opinion,'*

Senator 
W alsh, "the chief causes o f the pres­ 
ent high cost of living ure profiteer­ 
ing, waste in production and d istri­ 
bution ami 
unnecessary 
exporting 
of foodstuffs and oth er necessities <> 
life for tin* sake of larger profits." 
The resolution says the ob ta in in g 
of evidence of profiteering Is most d if­ 
ficult, because such testim ony must 
rom e "in a great part 
from 
th*me 
charged with such unpatriotic prac­ 
tices, but never!bch »**, there is in th* 
possession of the governm ent m uch 
evidence, only obtainable by an or­ 
der of the president of 
the 
United 
States, that would assist in directing 
where and by whom excessive profit­ 
eering was done.’’ 
T he resolution 
furthe r declares: 
•'There is a general demand that 
*.hr person*, partnerships and corpor­ 
a tions m aking excessive profits at a 
tim e when m illions of American fa m ­ 
ilies were sacrificing and suffering 
for the cause of our country, 
and 
m illions of American 
youths 
were 
serving In the army and navy, all of 
whom were ready to make every nec- 
* essary sacrifice, and, In fact, m any 
thousands of them did sacrifice their 
health, their limbs and their live* 
for the preservation 
of 
A m erica’s 
honor, be known to the public in o r­ 
der that the people of this country 
m ay have in 
their 
possession 
the 
n am es of the persons, partnerships 
and corporations that took advantage 
of the distressed condition of their 
country to am ass w ealth, as well by 
such publicity to prevent a repetition 
r f profiteering in any future crisis in 
the history of our country."
